DUNDEE RUMOR NOT VERIFIED. 


KRUGER WISHES HIS DEPARTING 
TROOPS GODSPEED. 


Nine Generals Are Ordered to the Com- 
mand of the Dutch Columns Now 
on the Line at the 
Natal Border. 


LONDON, Oct. 3.—A dispatch from Dur- 
ban, Natal, announces that the Boers are 
expected to take the aggressive to-day. The 
most alarming rumors are afloat there re- 
Specting their intentions. 


LONDON, Oct, 3.—Nothing has been re- 
ceived to confirm ,.the rumor started yes- 
terday that the Boers have taken Dundee, 
after having killed 37 English soldiers in an 
engagement. and the report is given no 
credence in government or trade circles. It 
is the anticipation in London, hardly with- 
out reserve, however, that fighting will be 
begun to-morrow. 

To-day’s reports from South Africa say 
that President Kruger addressed the troops 
which started for the Natal border Sunday, 
appealing to their patriotism and wishing 
them godspeed. 

A special dispatch from Pretoria says that 
Gen. Jan Kock will command the Boer 
forces on the Natal border, Commandant 
Conjre on the southwestern and Gen. 
Scha.kburger on-the eastern frontier, while 
Gen. Malan will be in command at Rusten- 
burg. All together, there will be nine gen- 
erals in command of the columns. 

A complete plan of campaign has been 
arranged with the Orange Free State. 

A rigorous censorship is maintained over 
all press telegrams. 

The rumor that fighting had already com- 
menced seems to have originated at the 
Woolwich. Arsenal. Practically no dis- 
patches from South: Africa have been re- 
ceived this morning. 

Advices from Ladysmith, Natal, to-day 
Say that 90 burghers have assembled at 
| Albertina, in the Orange Free State, with 
the object of proceeding in the direction of 
the border, and that it is feared a raid oa 
Ladysmith ‘s meditated.

ENGLAND LOSES SOME POINTS. 


DECISION OF THE COURT IS BY 
UNANIMOUS VOTE. 


In the Beginning President Cleveland 
Warned Great Britain That Ag- 
gression Would Mean War 
by the United States. 


PARIS, Oct. 3.—By the decision of the 
Anglo-Venezuelan Boundary Arbitration 
Commission rendered to-day some of Great 
Britain’s claims regarding the interior and 
on the coast are disallowed. England’s 
frontier will start at the Waini R-ver. 

The award was unanimous. It is consid- 
ered In the nature of a compromise rather 
than as favoring Venezuela. It was read at 
12:0 p. m. 

The award decides a territorial dispute 
between Great Britain and Venezuela which 
has extended over half a century, but 
which became acute oly with the dis- 
covery of gold mines in the contested ter- 


ritory. 

President Cleveland espoused the cause of 
Venezuela to the extent of declaring that 
the United States wou'd resist any attempt 
by Great Britain to enforce its claims, and 
Lord Salisbury agreed to arbitration. 

In the treaty of Washington, signed Feb. 
® 1897. it was provided that a tribunal con- 
sisting of five members should be chosen to 
act as a Final Board of Arbitration between 
Great Britain and Venezuela. Baron. Her- 
sche! and Richard Collins, a Justice of the 
British Supreme Court of Judicature, repre- 
sented Great Britain, while Venezuela chose 
as her champions Chief Justice Fuller of 
the United States Supreme Court and Jus- 
tice David J. Brewer, also of the United 
States Supreme Court. 4 

The fifth member of thef board, M. de 
Mertens, Chief Counselor of the Russian 
Foreign Office, was chosen by the other 
four, acording to the provisions of the 
Washington treaty. .

Buildirg ¥,, be an expensive operation 
next spring if the plans of the Carpenters’ 
Union ard the Carpenters’ Council are car- 
ried out, as there is’ every reason to be- 
lieve they will be. 

The men who put houses together with 
hatchet and saw and hammer are going to 
demand more money for their work. In 
this they are following the lead of car- 
penters in other big-Cities, notably New 
York and Chicago. 

Carpenters in St. Louis, it is said, re- 
ceive smaller compensation at present than 
those in either of the cities named They 
are paid 35 cents an hour for eight hours’ 
work, or a total of $2.80 a day. 

After April 1 next they will demand 40 


‘cents an hour or $3.60 a day. 


This advance .of 80 cents a duy on the 
wages of each carpenter employed cannot 
fail to have a marked effect on the build- 
ing trade. Ili will mak2 houses more costly 
and as a natural consequence rents will be 
higher. 

Contractors, however, will have no re- 
course, for the Carpenters’ Union is one of 
the strongest in existence and is particular- 
ly well organized in St. Louis. 

The membeys of the union decided to ask 
for the advance in the wage scale, after 
a long and sitormy session at the head- 
quarters of the Trades and Labor Union 
Sunday afternoon. The movement started 
when the union received a communication 
from the Building Trades Council asking 
if it contemplated any change it its wage 
schedule and suggesting that if it did it 
should give the contractors six months’ 
notice. Fhe meeting Sunday resulted. There 
was a wide diversity of opinion as to what 
should. be asked for and some of the mem- 
bers were in favor of making a conditional 
demand on the contractoys. 

The result of a prolonged discussion was 
that the union voted almost unanimously 
to ask for 45 cents an hour after April 1. 
This will apply to all work done by mem- 
bers of the union, and any member working 
for less, under any circumstances, will be 
expelled. 

The men have no doubt their demand will 
be complied with. Carpenters in Chicagu 
are now getting 45 cents an hour and those 
in New York are said to be on the point 
of striking for $4 a day. 

The reply of the local union has been for- 
warded to the headquarters of the Build- 
ing Trades Council and will be made known 
to all contractors officially in a few days

A POSTMASTER GONE, 


OFFICERS SAY THEY WANT FRED- 
ERICK J. HEINEMANN. | 


HIS BOOKS WERE EXAMINED. 


He Is Now Asked to Explain His Ac- 
counts 1s. Postmaster of 
Kirkwood. 


Postmaster Frederick J. Heinemann of 
Kirkwood has gone away and it is alleged 
that $2000 Government money is missing. 
Postoffice inspectors are alleged to be 
searching for him. 

Heinemann was last seen in Kirkwood on 
Sunday. A warrant is out for the missing 
official, and it is said he will be arrested 
as soon as found. 

It is stated by the Postoffice inspectors 
that Heinemann rendered forced balances 
for .some time past, to enable him to run 
up the sum reached, since under the rules 


of the department he is permitted to re- 
tain only. $200 in his office at a time, $100 
for each of the two accounts he had with 
the Government, stamps and money orders. 

Deputy- Inspector Stice was sent to Kirk- 
wood late Saturday to investigate the office. 
Stice was assisted in going over the books 
by “Heinemann. The inspection showed a 
deficiency of $2000, according to Mr. Stice. 
The deputy made no statement to Heine- 
mann, but returned to St. Loults. The war 
rant was issued Monday morning and of- 
ficérs were sent to Kirkwood t@e serve it. 
Heinemann had gone away. 

The Postmaster spent Sunday with his 
family and, it is said, he departed about 6 
o’clock that evening. 

Un:.ted States Marshal Bohle stated .at 
noon Tuesdav that Postmaster Heinemann 
would probably be apprehemded ‘before 
night. He believed Heinemann Was in hid- 
ing somewnere in St. Louig. 

Heinemann is accounted one of the most 
prominent resident of St. Louis County. 
Previous to his appointment by President 
McKinley as postmaster he was connected 
with the McCormack Implement Company. 
He has a large family, who have just 
moved to St. Louis and are now living with 
Mrs. Helnemann’s brother, George Sheip. 

The unexplainable feature of the case is 
the failure of Pcstoffice Inspectors Stice 
and Sullivan to place Heinemann under ar- 
rest when they finished the examination of 
his books. At the time Heinemann claimed 
he had the money in a safe deposit vault 
‘n this city. It is said the postoffice cCffi- 
Cials allowed Heinemann to return home 
and accepted his promise to appear In St. 
Louis Monday. 

Suspicion was first drawn to the post- 
master by the Washington authorities. It 
was noticed that he was retaining unusual- 
ly large balances without any apparent 
reason. Chief Postoffice Inspector Dice was 
instructed to have his deput.es investigate, 


COUNT REHBERG 1S DEAD 


He Bore the Only Title Ever Issued by 
the Governor of an Ameri- 
can State.

TOLEDO, 0O., Oct. 3.—“Count” William 
Rehberg, one of the ‘wealthiest owners of 
Lake Erie Islands, is dead at his home on 
Middle Bass. He was the first owner and 
settler of this famous resort. “Count” 
Rehberg was better known for the title he 
bears and it was the only one ever issued 
by the Governor of a State to an Ameri- 
can. 

It was in the administration of Gov. 
Charles Foster of Ohio that William Reh- 
berg, his intimate friend, called on him 
at the State Capitol. He was on his way 
to Europe and his trip was to be a princely 
one. In the conversation with Gov. Fos-

Here the great 
seal of the State was put on it and Mr. 
Rehberg ieft the office a full-fledged count.

FELIX ALCANTRAS AND WIFE 
DISCUSS THEIR COUNTRY. 


NOT AGREED UPON THE WAR. 


Mrs. <Alcantras Thinks Aguinaldo 
Brave, but Only a Figurehead— 
Mr. Alcantras Is Patriotic. 


Out at Buffalo Bill's Wild West show are 
several natives of the Philippine Islands, 
among them Felix Alcantras and wife. 

Alcantras’ father is a captain in Aguinal- 
do’s army and has been wounded in several 
engagements. Alcantras is 23 years old. 
He was enegaged by Col. Cody last March. 
It required much persuasion to induce him 
to come to America with his better half. 
He was-fearful that it was merely the 
scheming of the United States Government 
to get him in its power. Since his arrival 
he is convinced that America is a go 
country even for a Filipino. 

Mrs, Aicantras is a fine-appearing young 
woman. Her complexion is not so swarthy 
as that of her husband. She is remarkabiy 
intelligent and can converse in the English 
language fairiy well. She was educated 
at a schoo® in Manila. 

Her views on Aguinaldo are diametrically 
opposite to those held by Senor Alcantras. 
Sne believes Aguinaldo is a schemer and 
does not think he can help her people. 

“IT like America,’ she said, ‘‘and I got 
along sv well with the soldiers of. America. 
I don’t Ike most Spaniards, but some are 
very good. We lived in Cavite. There the 
soldiers: used to come to our house and 
when we let them have what provisions 
they wanted they paid us. 

“Aguinaldo? 1 don't like him. He is 
working for somebody else and nevér did 
help us. He is not more than a boy. I 
knew him three years ago. He was al- 
er at the head of somebody else’s af- 
alrs. 

“Yes, I think he is brave. 
see him win, because it won’t help us. 

Alcantras looked steadily at his wife as 
she spoke. He can only speak a few words 
earn Through the interpreter, he 
said: 

“Aguinaldo is a great man and he will be 
thg conqueror. I never saw him myself, 
but all my folks know him and they all 
say he is brave and true. 

‘“‘Americans are all right, but they can’t 
rule us. We have universities and schools 
and coleges for the education of our young 
men and the Fillpinos as a nation are 
learning every day. 

“Can they govern? Of course. It is fool- 
ish to say we can’t. We would do anything 
to stop the bloodshed, but the army doesn't 
cate Whether it lives ordies. / 

“All Filipinos are brave. They love their 
country. They would love Americans if they 
would let our fathers and brothers and sons 
have home rule. 

“My wife reads papers every day. I never 
like her to tell me what's going on, be- 
cause it worries me. She speaks Spanish 
and Latin. We are married only a short 
while, and we are going back to the island 
as soon as the show c!oses.”’

Case of a Railroad and Mining Com- 
pany Is Appealed.

Striking Speech by M. C. Wetmore in 
Discussing Industrial Conditions. 
One of the most striking speeches last 
night was delivered by Col. Moses C. Wet- 
more of St. Louis. who devoted most of his 
time to a discussicn of the trusts, Col. 

Wetmore said in part: 

“One of) the strangest’ sights witnessed 
at the siege. of Sebastopol during 
i Crimean war was the unexpected 
ance of swarms of vultures—until 
tirely unknown in that region 
ered over the battlefield awaiting op- 
portunity to swoop down upon the heroic 
but unfortunate soldiers who fell in battle. 
in this human race, likewise, there is a 
Ciass of men closely resemblL ng these‘birds 
of prey, who feast and fatten on the: mis- 
ery’ and misfortune of hers, and it is a 
Sad but curious commentary on the boast- 
ed civilization of the Nineteenth Century 
that the field selected for the operation ot 
these human vultures is the most progres- 
Sive and powerful Republic in the worid’s 
history. The free and enlightened citizens 
of the United States. with the most liberal 
form of government ever knowfh, seem to 
be the chief sufferers from this scourge.

“We want an honorable peace, but we 
wil) fight until death for our institutions. 

“We know every mliitary move that you 
make, and get every day the local Amesi- 
cah newspapers. 

“We Know what the United States papers 
say. We believe that a few men, whom 
you cajl politicians, are waging this war and 
that the people of the United States will 
chunge soon in our favor. 

“Admiral Dewey promised me in .Hong 
Kong that at the termiiation of the was 
with Spain, the Filipinos wouldybe' given 
their independence. Dewey was our best 
friend, but we understand now that he 
will not be permited to keep his word with 
US. 

“We do not understand why Gen. Otis

SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 
ALSO GREETS THE ADMIRAL. 


Streets Packed by Those Who Came 
to Shower Plaudits and Honor on 
the Hers of Manila Bay. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Admiral Dewey 
is to-day the guest of the Government. Be- 
fore applauding thousands the sword voted 
the hero of Manila Bay by Congress of 
the United States was presented to him 
on the Capital steps, the presentation 
speech being made by Secretary of the 
Navy Long. 

There were many notable events connect- 
ed with the Admiral’s reception in the 
National Capital, the scenes and crowds 
rivaling in large measure those of New 
York, 


The start from Mrs. McLean’s residence 
was made promptly at 10 o’clock. Admiral 
Dewey had breawtasted ‘at 8:10 with his son 
and Lieuts. Brumby and Caldwell. He 
emerged from the house with Chairman 
Moses of the local reception committee 
and the two tock their seats together in 
Mrs. McLean's carriage. When the Admiral 
uppeared, resplendant in heavy epaulettes 
and gold lace, the great throng that had 
assembled in the adjacent streets and in 
l’arragut square broke out into a long and 
loud burst ot applause. 

_There was also a demonstration when 
Capt. Lamberton and Lieuts. Brumby and 
Caldwell came out and took the second 
carriage. 

Accompanied by an-escort of police and 
committeemen and headed by the Mari.e 
Rand, the Admiral was driven to the White 
House through cheering crowds. His pro- 
gress was slow and he repeatedly bowed 
and smijied his acknowledgment of tne 
greetings given him. 

He entered the White House grounds by 
the west gate and on reaching the portico 
quickly al ghted and was shown into the 
white room, where he was met by the Pres- 
ident and members of the Cabinet. 

Capt. Lamberton. Lieut. Brumby and 
Lieut. Caldwell also left their carriages and 
were warmly greeted by the members of 
the reception committee, the commissioners 
of the cistrict and a few friends who had 
gathered there. Only a few minutes e.apsed 
before the Admiral reappeared with the 
President and took seats in the. White 
House carriage The members of the Cab- 
inet.oceupied the next three carriages, for- 
mer Secretary Alger sitting w.th Secretary 
Long, and then followed the various offi- 
cials who had been assigned places near the 
central figure. 

The carriages swept briskly down the 
curved driveway into Pennsylvania avenue; 
there was a blare of bugle commands, a 
clash of bands and the great procession 
started. It was a magnificent and inspuir- 
ing sight as the parade swung into tne 
long stretch of the handsome thorough 
fare. Through the ‘broad street, cleared 
from curb to curb, with the inajestic Capi- 
tol towering from the further end, and the 
Treasury behind, the marching hosts moved 
bétween two solid walis of enthusiastic, 
shouting, gesticulating humanity, banked 
solidly from the curbs, and ris.ng, tier on 
tier, on every conceivable kind of struc- 
ture. to the crowded roofs and windows, 
while above, below and all about flutiered 
flags, bunting and Dewey embdiems and 
devices, forming a background of brilliant 
color. 


PRESENTING THE SWORD. 


Secretary Long’s Address to the Hero 
of Manila. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—In  presénting 
the eword to Admiral Dewey, Secretary 

Long said: ’ 

My dear Admiral: Let me read a few 
extracts from our official correspondence 
covering ‘ess than a fortnight’s time, and 
now known the world over. 

Washington, April 24, 1898.—Dewey, Hong

Washington, May 17, 1808.—Dewey: The 
President, in the name of the American peo- 
ple, thanks you and your officers and men 
for your splendid achievement and overwhelm. 
ing victory. In recognition he has appointed 
rou acting rear admiral and will recommend a 
vote of thanks to you by Congress as a founda- 
tion for further promotion. | 


In those few words what a volume of 


history. What a record of swift. high, he- 
roic discharge of duty; you went, you saw, 
you conquered. It seems but yesterday that 
the Republic, full of anxiety, strained its 
listening ear to cateh the first word from 
those distant islands of the sea. It came 
fiashing over the wires that May morning 


as the sun bursts through the clouds and | 


filied every heart with the illumination of 
its good cheer. In the twinkling of an eye 
your name was on every lip, the blessing 
of every American was on your head, and 
your country strode instant!y forward a 
mightier power among the nations of the 
world. As we welcome you back there 
comes back also the vivid — of that 
time with all its hopes and fears, and with 
‘alt the swift, succeeding triumph and glory 
Let me now read the act of Congress in 
pursuance of which we are here: 
Resolved, hy the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, that the Secretary of 
the Navy be and he hereby is authorized te 
resent a sword of honor to Commodore George 
Teena, and to cause to be struck bronze 
medals, commemorating the battle of Manila 
Bay and to distribute such medals to the offi- 
cers apd men of the ships ef the Asiatic 
Squadron of the United States under command 
of Commodore George Dewey on May 1, 150s, 
and that to enable the Secretary to carry out 
this resolution the sum of $10,000 or so much 
thereof as may be deemed necessary is hereby 
appropriated. 
Approved June 3, 1598. 


It was by this solemn enactment, ap- 
proved by the President, that the people 
of the Unitea States made provision for 
putting in material form one expression of 
their appreciation of your valor as an of- 
ficer of their navy and of your great 
achievement as their representative’ in 
opening the door to a new era in the civ- 
iiization of the world. 

The victory at Manila Bay gave you 
rank with the mest distinguished naval 
herees of all times, Nor was your merit 
most in the brilliant victory which you 
achieved in a battle fought with the wut- 
most gallantry and skill, waged without 
error and crowned with overwhelming suc- 
cess. It was still more in the nerve with 
which you sailed from Hong|. Kong to 
Manila harbor; in the spirit your con 
ception of attack; in your high command. 
ing confidence as a leader who had weighed 
every risk and prepared for every emer- 
gency, who also had that unfaltering de- 
termination to win and that utter freedom 
from the thought or possibility of swerv.- 
ing from his purpose which are the very 
assurance of a victory. 


No —— ever faced a more crucial Lest 
than when that morning bearing the [ate 


and the honor’of your country in your 
hand, thousands of mies from Fo with 
every foreign port in the world shut to you; 
nothing between you and annihtiation but 
the thin sheathing of your sh.ps, your 
cannon and your Gaevoted officers and men, 
you moved upon the eremy’s batteries on 
snore and on gea with unfilinching faith and 
nerve, and before the sun was half-way up 
in the heavens had silenced the guns ‘of the 
foe, sunk the hostile fleet. demonstrated 
the supremacy of the Ameftcan sea power 
and transferred to the United States an 
empire of the islands of the Pac‘fic. Later, 
by your display of large powers of admin- 
istration, by your poise and prudence and 
by your great. dscretion not only. in act 
but a.so in word, which ts almost more 
important,, you proved yourself a great 1ep- 
resentative citizen of the United States. as 
well as now ite great naval hero. The 
lustre of the American navy was glorious.y 
bright before and you have added to it new 
iustre. Its conatellaton of stars Was &i0- 
rious before, and you have added to it an- 
Other star of the first magnitude. And yet, 
many of your grateful countrymen feei (hat 
in the time to come, it may be your stll 
greater honor that you struck the first 
biow, under the providence of God, in the 
enfranchisement of those beautiful isla ds 
which make the great empire of the sea, 
in relieving them from the bondage and 
oppression of centuries and in putting thera 
on their wav, under the protecting snield 
of your country’s gu dance, to take thelr 
place in the civilization, the arte, the in- 
duetries, the Liberties and all the good 
things of the most enlightened and happy 
nations of the world, so that generations, 
hence your name be to them a household 
word, ershrined ir thelr history and in 
their hearts. Clovds and dark. eas may 
linger about.them now, but the sh_ning out- 
come is as 6ure as the rising of the gun. 
What ever the passing tr-bulations and d:f- 
ficuities of the present moment, they will 
in due time, soon and sure.y give way to 
the dawn -of a glorious new day—a. day 
not.of any mere selfish tn, why dom}. a- 
tion of one people over another, but of the 
imperial morai and phys cal growth and ex- 
pansion of all the peoples, whatever their 
race or language or color, who have come 
under the shelter of the broad shield of the 
United States of America. 


By authorizing the presentation of this 
sword to you as the mark of its approval, 
your country has recognized therefore not 
only the great rich fruits which, even 
before returning from your victory, you 
have poured into her lap, but also her own 
responsibliity to discharge the great trust 
which is thus put upon her and fulfill the 
destiny of her own growth and of the em- 
pire that is now her charge. It is a new 
demand upon all the resources of her con- 
science, wisdom and courage. It is a work 
in the speedy and beneficient@consumation 
of which.she is entitled to the§fordial help, 
sympathy and uplift of all ter ciiizens, not 
the faint hearted doubts and teasing cavils 
of any of them. It is a work on which 
she has entered in the interest of ear.y 
peace in those new lands, their stabie 
government, the establishment in them. of 
law and order, the security of life and 
prosperity, and the American standards of 
prosperity and home. Let those who fear 
remember tirat though her children, gulid- 
ed by you, took the wings of the morning 
and dwelt in the uttermoet parts of the 
sea, even there the hand of our fathers 
God shall lead them and his right hand 
shall hold them. In this work, in view of 
the great part you have taken in the sud- 
den deve'opment of her soverignty, your 
full knowledge of the eituation, and the 
just hold you have on the hearts of ail 
her people, she looks for your continued 
service and listens for your counsel in ihe 
hope and purpose that the triumph of her 
peace shall be even greater tan ‘her 
triumph in war 

It is my good fortune, under the terms 
of the enactment of Congress, to have the 
honor of presenting to you this beautiful 
sword. If, during the many coming years 
which I trust will be yours of,useful serv- 
ice. to your country, it shall remain 
sheathed in peace, as God grant.it may, 
that fact will perhaps be due more than 
to anything else to the thoroughness with 
which you have already done its work. I 
congratulate you on your return across 
the sea in full health of mind and body to 
receive it here; here in the national cap- 
ital; here on these consecrated steps where 
Linco'n stood; here etanding, between the 
statue of the first President of the United 
States and him who is its living President 
to-day; here in this beautiful city adorned 
with the statues of its statesmen and. he- 
roes, the number incomplete until your 
own is added; here amid this throng of 
citizens, who are only a type of the mill- 
ions and millions more who are al!l ani- 
mated by the same spirit of affectionate 
and grateful welcome. I cannot doubt that 
it is one of the proudest days of your life, 
and I know it is one of the hapniest in 


the heart of each of your fellow-country- | 


men wherever they are, whether on the 
continent or on the far-off islands of the 
sea. 

Now, following the authorization of Con. 
gress, I present this reward of honor 
which is in my hand—my hand—rather let 


it go to you through the hand of one who:

DROUTH WAS THE MAIN CAUSE. 


Cotton Acreage. However, Was Not So 
Large as Last Year and Wheat 
Seeding Was 4 Per Cent Short. 


COLUMBIA, Mo, Oct. 3.—Tine monthly 
crop report of the Missouri State Board of 
Agriculture eays,; 

The September report estimated the yield 
of corn per acre for the State at 30 bush- 
els. But at that time many localities were 
on the verge Of a drouth that later on 
proved. injur.ous tu the crop. \It seems 
that no section of the State has 
drouth areas Ol greater or iess extent, 
the estimated yield for each seciion ex- 
cept the centrag has been according.y re- 
duced. Th I< rtheasi section has declined 
from thirty pbustels to twenty-eight, the 
northwest frow: forty-two to thirty-seven, 
the southwest from twenty-one to twenty 
and the southe2as. from twenty-six to tWwen- 
ty-five, giving a total reduct.on of some- 
thing over 12,40 00U bushels, and leaving 
the vield for the Scate 184100) bushe.s, 
against 190,000,000 . for last season. The 
quality.of the grain is generally good, ex- 
cept-late planting, whi. did no: tuily ma- 
ture, 

Wheat acreage seeded has declined 4 
per-eent, as compared with last season, 
leaving an area of 1,000,000 acres. The ce- 
crease was greatest in the southwest sec- 
tion, amounting 8 points, where, for 
the want of mois » it was with difficulty 
that a.proper see was prepared. Gen- 
erally the conditio&s for seeding were 
vorable, and the’ work done in a Satisfac- 
tory manner..-The early sown is up and 
making a promising growth, but seeding is 

being done. If the ground an drouth 
localities should be sufficiently moistened 
by rains within the next few days the acre- 
age may be slightly increased. 

Cotton acreage in the southeast 
last season was placed ut 48,106 acres. This 
was redug@d 18 per cent, leaving for the 
present season 89,147 acyes. The southwest 
section last season had an acreage of 16,- 


S92 acres, Which“was reduced this year to 
HOGER cs, making a total acreage for the 
State of 48,147, against 64,998 for last sea- 


son. The yield per acvye is placed at 271 
pounds, or.a total yieid for the State of 
4,098 bdles,-against 48.374 for 1898. 

Tobacco avreage practically that of i898, 
or 10,000 acres. Yield per acre 758 pounds, 
or a total for the State of 7,580,000, against 
9,370,000 pounds for last season. The yield 
was heaviest in central section, and is es- 
timated at 881 pounds per acre, the light- 
est being in the southwest, estimated at 
533 -pounds. ‘The qua.ity of the jeaf is 
good, and was housed under favorable con- 
ditions. 

Potatdes acreage was increased from 8&6,- 
OOO to approximately 10),000 acres. In many 
localities the vield was large, and the 
tubers of fine quality, while in others 
drouthy conditions materially injured the 
crop. The yié.d for the Siate Is p.aced at 
9 S000 bushels, against \ 3,600,000 for last

Clared it a great programme. 

Then its execution devoived upon Innes. 
The people had chosen their music wise.y 
and weii—would he play their selections as 
artistically as they had chosen? 

Hie did. And in twat, all is said. The 
remarkable programme was rendered in a 
manner that showed he has with him a 
remarkabie band. From the “Jubel’’ over- 
ture to “The Star Spang.ed Banner,” there 
Was not a faise no.e. It was perfect. 

And Post-Dispatch request. night goes 
down in history as the one feature of this 
year’s band concerts, and as a distinct 
mark in all their record. 

Innes never played to a finer crowd nor a 
larger one in this city. It wus a crowd 
of music lovers, and the music all heard 
was more than satisfactory. The big hall 
was filled for each concert, and the doors 
and back aisles were packed. 

‘The most artistic number on the pro- 
gramme Monday night was the ‘Spring 
Song” by Mendelssohn. This, written for 
the dantiest touch, was never intended for 
a brass band.

The Lohengrin music—the wedding march— 
made a pleasing encore, and the Cavaleria 
music, including the intermezzo, was Won- 
Gerfully well given. 

There was one little bit in the evening 
that was a gem. It was an encore, one 
of the first. Innes played the Moszkowski 
“Serenade,” one of the sweetest, lightest 
things written. He gave it with all the 
tenderness of a violin solo. yet the beauty 
of the composition never appeared at it did 
under his treatment with a brass band 
interpretation. The marvelous skill of his 
~ appaeacmmeaany of his men made this possi-

The Chopin Funeral March was exceed. 
ingly well rendered, and dnnes’ own “Love 
Is King’’ was the signal for a round of 
cheers. 
There were other numbers on this pro- 
eramme, not the least of them being the 
Trovatore music, with the anvil chorus. 
They were up to the same standard of 
excellence, and added luster to the already 
glowing record. 

Mr. Innes has reason to be proud of him- 
self and his band after the excellent work 
of Monday night. The St. Louis public 
has reason to congratulate itself on its 
judgment in selecting this remarkable se- 
ries:of musical treats and on the further 
fact that it has at hand the man and the 
men who are capable of carrying out its 
wishes. The Post-Dispatch is glad that 
through it this splendid Monday night was 
made possible. And it takes pride that 
through it the public and Mr. Innes were 
able to unite in so successful and so artis- 
tic an event. 

There were those who did not hear this 
programme. The hall would not hold them. 
And therefore Mr. Innes has decided to re- 
eat it next week. It is too good to be 
ost, he thinks, and he wishes everyone 
in this city to hear it. And so he wil] 
give it again.

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ARRIVED IN THE CITY ON ITS 
WAY TO CHICAGO. 


The official band of Mexico, corresponding 
somewhat to the Marine Band at Washing- 
ton, arrived in St. Louis at ll o’clock Mon- 
day night on the Iron Mountain, en route 
to Chicago, where they will participate in 
the corner-stone laying of the Postoffice. 
They were to have been accompanied by 
the Mexican Secretary of State, but he was 
delayed and will not arrive until two days 
later. The band, # in number, were weary 
and travel-stained from their tiresome ride 
of three days and ‘three nights. 
In Mexico the band is called the ‘Sapa- 
dores,” which translated means the sap- 
pers and miners, belonging to that regiment 
of the army. 
For the most part, the men are all un- 
dersized and’ swarthy. Only one in the 
party, besides the officers, was able to 
speak English. The leader of the band lis 
Velino Presa, who appeared quite handsome 
in a resplendent uniform made on the 
order of the French Infantry officers’ dress. 
The detachment is under the command of 
Capt. Juan F. Chicarro, a line officer of the 
reziment. 

The band left Tuesday afternoon on the 
Wabash tor Chicago. 
Harsy Townsend, general passenger agent 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, was on 
hand at the station early in the’ evening 
awaiting the arrival of the train in which 
he expected the Secretary of State. Mr. 
Townsend expressed himself with some 
force as to the action of the Chicago peo- 
in attempting to “sneak,” as he termed 
it, the fvreign dignitary through St. Louis 
without notifying any of her citizens, that 
proper reception might be accorded him. 
Chicago had announced his coming to all 
the other citles a.ong the route, deciared 
Mr. Townsend; but had omitted St. Louis 
for obvious reasons. ae oO the 
scheine, however, he determined to outwit 
it and will have a committee wait upon His 
Excellency when he arives Wednesday.
